The Stock 
Exchange barred out Western Lead follow- 
ing the extended hearings of various bro- 
kers before the State Corporation Commis- 
sioner at the conclusion of which findings 
were rendered adverse to the fairness and 
equitability to investors of the sale of 
Western Lead. 

In its action suspending the Julian ad- 
vertising when his enterprise first came 
under an official cloud The Times was 
moved by no personal animus against the 
promoter and did no more than to carry 
out universal policy of the better class 
of newspapers in all similar cases. 
Advertising is valuable to the public, 
to the advertising medium and in the long 
run to the advertiser himself only in the 
degree that it ig trustworthy.
